The cost of buying a house has 
risen beyond the financial capa¬ 
city of the great bulk of families 
with even moderate incomes. The 
rapid increase in costs means 
that it is less and less possible for 
a family to buy a house. We are 
moving into an era of substan¬ 
tial housing shortgages, and basic 
make-up of family living is being 
challenged by increased costs. 

Since 1951, land cost has gone 
up^ per year on the aver¬ 

age, or nearly 300'/ altogether.

bled since. 1966. In that period, 
the average mortgage interest 
rate has risen from 6% to 8.5%. 
Rea! estate taxes across the na¬ 
tion have gone up on an average 
of 50% since 1968. Wage rates 
in building trades increased 22% 
since 1904 to 1968, while cost 
of building material went up 
11.5% 

All these factors have forced 
the prices of new houses up and 
up. The median price of new 
houses sold in the U.S., this year 
is over $26,000. 

Single family housing starts 
have declined so much in some 
areas that apartment construc¬ 
tion accounts for 65% of all new- 
residential building. 

Developers are providing ex¬ 
tras to keep tenants happy. Air- 
conditioning has become stand¬ 
ard, carpeting, tennis courts, 
swimming pools, fancy landscap¬ 
ing, sauna baths and health clubs 
are getting to be commonplace. 
Some developers are spending 
between $750 and $1000 per unit 
on recreational facilities. 

The trend in the apartment in¬ 
dustry is away from small proj¬ 
ects to larger and more efficient 
operations. 

The trend the experts see in fu¬ 
ture apartment developments is 
that yiey will be larger, with 
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meats as a permanent shift in 
the American way of life.

Despair is the only word that can describe a normal reaction 
to the great mass of depressing material that pours forth in a flood 
from what is popularly called the communications media. News 
magazines, TV, newspapers and radio have been virtually over¬ 
whelmed by morbid preoccupation with seemingly insoluble prob¬ 
lems of environment, race, war, crime and what have you. Over¬ 
looked in the crush of doomsday news is a broad and deep current 
of enlightened constructive work on the part of millions of citizens 
to advance the state of civilized man and to promote his chances of 
a long and fruitful future on this planet. 

In the closing days of 1969, a significant dinner meeting hosted 
by President Nixon took place at the White House. The President’s 
guests were the National Board of Directors of the Boys’ Clubs of 
America who had come to the White House to announce a five-year, 
£25 million youth development program entitled a “Drive for De¬ 
cency.”-Designed to expand the youth-guidance organization’s serv¬ 
ices to millions of boys in hundreds of cities, the plan emphasizes 
the positive approach to youth problems. Some 850 Boys’ Clubs cur¬ 
rently offer daily, services to well over 850,000 boys. More than 150 
attended the White House dinner, including FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover, Mr. James A. Farley, Captain Eddie Rickenbacker, General 
Mark Clark and scores of business and government leaders. 

The late Herbert^ Hoover, former President of the United States, 
actively directed the Boys’ Clubs for 25 years. He believed that “next 
to the home, school and church, Boys’ Clubs are the greatest char¬ 
acter-building institutions in our country today.” Very shortly— 
March 16-21—the nation will be observing National Boys’ Club 
Week when the “Drive for Decency” will center attention on the 
kind of youth who gain strength from adversity, who develop into 
leaders with the capacity to find solutions to problems rather than 
how to despaix-.

manager form of government. 
The Town Manager Committee 
has completed its study and is 
prepared to make its recommen¬ 
dations at the forthcoming Town 
Meeting. 

Members of the Committee are 
as follows: George L. Reynolds 
from the Board of Selectmen; 
David M. Marshall, Town Mod¬ 
erator; James P. Kane from Pre¬ 
cinct One; C. William Hall from 
Precinct Two; Barbara Skolnick 
from Precinct Three; Joseph A. 
Cancellierc from Precinct Four; 
Francis G. Capitanio from Pre¬ 
cinct Five; and Julian L. Mio- 
dowski from Precinct Six. Mr. 
Reynolds was elected Chairman 
of the Committee with Mr. Kane 
as Vice Chairman and Mrs. Skol¬ 
nick was chosen as Secretary. 

The Committee has studied 
various aspects of local govern¬ 


ment including problems and pos¬ 
sible solutions both through re¬ 
search of written materials and 
discussions with leaders in the 
field of local government, includ¬ 
ing Dr. Edwin A. Gere, Assist¬ 
ant Director of the Bureau of 
Government Research at the Uni¬ 
versity of Massachusetts and Mr. 
W. Norman Gleason, Supervisor 
of Eleotons of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. In addition, 
lengthy conversations were held 
with Mr. C. Samuel Kissinger, 
Town Manager of Enfield, Conn., 
Mr. Albert Ilg, Town Manager of 
Windsor, Conn., and Mr. Allen 
Torrey, Town Manager of Am¬ 
herst, Mass. 

As a result of its discussions 
and deliberations, the Committee 
has unanimously concluded that 
the present form of town govern¬ 
ment in Agawam is outmoded 
and poorly designed to cope with 
the problems, demands and needs 
of the community. In the next 
Article, the Committee will le- 
port on the deficiencies which it 
believes exist under the present 
system.
